WASHINGTON, May 2 -- A 
regional breakdown of returns 
from the CHOICE 68 National 
Collegiate Presidential Primary 
held April 24, reveals that 
Eugene McCarthy's extremely 
strong pertormance on eastern 
and western campuses provided 
the key to his substantial victory. 

By dividing the country into 
ten geographical sectors, Sperry 
Rand’s Univac Division, a co- 
sponsor of the project with 
“Time’’ magazine, determined 
that McCarthy had beaten his 
opponents decisively in six 
regiona! areas, 

In New England, for example, 
McCarthy polled 29,501 votes 
against !6,573 for Senator Robert 
Kenedy and 8,912 for Richard 
Nixon. 

In the Mid-Atlantic sector, 
comprised of Delaware, New 
Jersey, New York and Pen- 
ny slivania, McCarthy outdis- 
tanced his competition by winning 
55,364 ballots, 26,242 more than 
his closest rival, Robert F, 
Kennedy, who totaled 29,122 
votes. 

On western campuses, Mc- 
Carthy fared equally well. In 
the Far West zone of California, 
Hawaii and Nevada, the Min - 
nesota Senator won 33,780 votes, 
as opposed to. Kennedy with 
22,776 and Nixon with 14,347,

On East, West Coasts 


Kennedy Runs Well 
In Southern Regions 


Senator McCarthy won in 
addition the Central Plains sector 
and fared a strong second hehind 
Richard Nixon in the southwest 
and mountain regions. 

Kennedy ran a consistent 
second in seven out of ten sectors, 
and ran surprisingly well in the 
southeast and southern sectors, 

rhe southeast region (District 
of Columbia, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Virginia, West Virginia) showed 
Nixon the leader with 29,969 
ballots but with Kennedy not far 
behind with 26,552. 

In the deep south, moreover, 
Kennedy ran almost as power- 
fully, The totals: Nixon, 
23,106; Kennedy, 17,384; Mc- 
Carthy, 13,018; Wallace, 9,915. 

Nixon topped his opponents 
in the southeast, southwest and 
southern sectors. These zones, 
predictably, also registered 
strongly conservative votes in 
response to the primary’s 
referendum questions. 347 for 
exampie, voted in the Southern 
region for an ‘all out’? U.S, 
military effort in dealing with 
the Vietnam War, and 41%, felt 
that an intensification of bombing 
was in order. 

In contrast, 56% in the north- 
east zone felt that a phased 
reduction of U.S. military 
activity in the Vietnam conflict 
was called for. 39% voted for 
a permanent cessation of 
bombing.

I am a 19-year old service man 
who has been stationed in Vietnam 
for the last seven months and I 
wish to say the speeches made 
recently by Sens. Kennedy, 
McCarthy and other prominent 
politicians have amazed me.

Now a professor of physical 
science at De Paul University, 
Posin has also served on 
faculties of the University of 
California, University of Panama 
and the University of Montana. 
In addition, he has been a staff 
member of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology’s Radi- 
ation Laboratory and the Museum 
of Science and Industry, ascholar 
at the Institute of Nuclear Studies

At present he is science con- 
sultant for the World Book En- 
cyclopedia, as well as a special 
writer on for the 
“‘Chicago Sunday Tribune.’ 

Posin has written over 34 
books as well as numerous maga- 
zine articles.

Draft Legality 
to Be Probed 


“Is The Draft Illegal?” is the 
title of an address by Aubrey 
Grossman scheduled for Thurs- 
day, May 23, at 1 p.m. in the 
Music Recita) Hall. 

Grossman is Chairman of the 
Lawyers’ Selective Service 
Panel, a group of more than 
100 Northern California lawyers 
organized to provide free legal 
defense to young men who refuse 
draft induction because of 
principle. The panel, the first 
of its kind in this country, also 
aids men already in the military 
who object on principle either 
to Serving or to soing to Vietnam. 

A graduate from UCLA in 
1932, and from the University

Berkeley in 1935, Grossman 
has practiced law since 1936 
in the Bay Area. He has 


specialized in trade union law 
and constitutional right» ques- 
tions. 

Grossman was an attorney

Work 
is a great believer in the 
utility, or necessity as he put 


it, of the opportunity for research 
activity on the part of the SSC 
faculty. ‘‘There is no such thing 
as a ‘teaching institution’ worthy 
of the name that does not provide 
Opportunities for and encourage 
research on the part of its 
faculty. The dichotomy between 
teaching and research is a false 
one. Students are fledgling 
scholars, and as such must be 
involved in whatever ways pos- 
sible in the ongoing scholarly 
work of the disciplines that 
attract them. So that work must 
be going on about them, and they 
be encouraged to join inor strike 
out on their own,’’ Work said. 

Work will be engaged in 
several different research pro- 
jects while at Bergen. One will 


be to try and identify those areas 
of the cortex that are necessary 
for an animal to make visual 
discriminations on the basis of 
shape or form, Another project 
will be to try to discover the 
neural mechanisms that enable 
an animal to orient bis behavior 
with respect to time. 

When pressed on the question

The barrier is breaking down, 
he said, and the amendment is 
not as radical as it seems. 

The amendment passed by a 
vote of 6-3-2, 

Bill Schmidt, arts and science 
representative, was back to pick- 
ing on constituions, and this time 
it was Kappa Alpha Psi that bore 
his attack. Schmidt first objected 
to a clause prohibiting women in 
the fraternity but since the con- 
Stitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing discrimination on the basis 
of sex has not yet been sanctioned 
by the student body, his objection 
was out of order. 


Schmidt then objected to a 
clause saying that one could not 
become a member of the fra- 
ternity if he had previously be- 
longed to a Greek letter society. 
He felt this discriminated against 
students’ rights to join clubs. He 
cited an example of ‘‘what if...’’ 
a member of Theta Chi wanted 
to join his ‘‘soul brothers’’ in 
Kappa Alpha Psi. He would be 
discriminated against because of 
previous affiliations. Schmidt 
then elaborated on plans to in- 
vestigate all Greek organizations 
to get rid of the offending clause, 


In spite of Schmidt’s protests, 
Kappa Alpha Psi’s constitution 
was approved. 


In other business, the Student 
Senate approved the Board of 
Finance’s recommendations to 
allat $3000 for books for dis- 






advantaged students and $650 for 
KERS to send two announcers to 
Anaheim to broadcast the SSC 
baseball games.

A new program designed to 
help disadvantaged students from 
minority groups gain admittance 
to local colleges has been initi- 


ated by Edwin L. Klingelhofer,

The procedure followed 
concerning each individual is 
quite extensive. The nominated 
student, after submitting an 
application, has a meeting date 
set up with an official) from 
the Admissions Office, one SSC 
student, and an official from 
the Educational Program com- 
mittee. After explaining the 
purpose of the program and be- 
coming acquainted with the 
three officials, the student goes 
through a day of classes with 
the SSC student. The purpose 
of this is to acquaint him with 
the class procedure and to 
give the SSC student a chance 
to ‘‘feel him out’’ and help 
decide whether the applicant 
would be worthy of such 
program, which will last from 
July 15 through August 30, is 
basically designed to prepare 
students for the fall semester. 
We plan to give special help in 
language, which may be the major 
barrier, put special emphasis 
on attitudes so that they will 
fit into the present curriculum, 
and provide job opportunities for 
them, They will attend these 
special classes strictly for the 
preparatory help — they will 
recieve no credit. 

‘In the fall, we will help 
with their selection of classes. 
All will carry a 12 unit load. 
Nine units will be the general 
education courses of English 1A, 
math, psychology, and sociology. 
Three units will be electives.

Johns Gives Approval 
To Dead Week Plan 


Dead week 1s now law. 

According to Mrs. D, Clarke, 
secretary of the Academik 
Senate, President Robert Johns 
has approved the two part pro- 
posal for the pre-final week 
schedule which was passed by the 
senate several weeks ago, TT} 
whole proposal wi!’ not go int 
effect, however, until the fall 
semester 

The first part of the new 
ruling will become effective this 
semester. It states that no 
quizzes or tests, other than 
Specially arranged final exams, 
may be given during the week 
prior to finals, 

The second half of the pro- 
posal will not go into effect 


unti] next fall. It states that 
all regular classes will end on 
a Friday and the final exami- 
nations will begin on the follow- 
ing Monday} 


Mr larke explained that 
this part of the plan was being 
Withhe until next year in order 
to avoid the confusion of re- 


arranging the already published 
finals schedule. 


The basic idea behind a ‘‘Dead 
Week’’ was to reduce the last 
minute tension and pressure 
many students go through in 
Studying for tests and finals at 
the same time or in having no 
break between regular classes 
and finals. 


Students also got a chance to 
cast their vote in the special 
constitutional election (just be- 
fore the general election jin 
which it was decided the post of 
Student Senate chairman should 
remain elective. 

Two other constitutional 
amendments were defeated twice 
this year --once last semester 
and once in the May 1-2 general 
amendments, which needed a two- 
thirds favorable vote to pass, 
would have required that quali- 
fications for ASSSC offices be 
time they assume office rather 
than at the time they seek elec- 
tion. 

The other amendment would 
have changed from two-and-one 
half to four per cent the percen- 
tage of the total studentry a schoo!

There is an old saying about 
California weather: if you don’t 
like it, wait a minute. Some- 
thing might be said to SSC stu- 
dents who from time to time 
are disgruntled with their new 
liberal or conservative Senate 
representative or with the re- 
sults of the latest campus poll: 
Be patient, there’ll be another 
election along any minute. 

But a majority of students 
still seem to favor a more moder- 
ate course, as evidenced by the 
924 votes cast for Starks and 
Miss Cecchettini. 

More moderation than radi- 
calism was also indicated earlier 
in the year when a campus poll 
was held on marijuana and Viet- 
nam, with a record number of 
3003 students voting. 

The cause of legalizing mari- 
uana did not receive an over- 
whelming majority as some had 
expe ted, with 1229 students 
voting t ulate it along the 


same lines as tobacco and 
alcohol. 

With just 69 fewer votes, 1160 
students voted to keep the laws 
as they now are. Five percent 
of the voters, 495 students, said 
the laws should be changed to 
make possession and/or sale of 
the drug a misdemeanor, 

The Vietnam section of the 
survey showed that 1344 students 
took the dove position of de- 
escalating the war, while 1098 
students took the hawk position 
of escalating the war. 

Uccurring almost as regular- 
ly as the Student Senate meetings 
themselves were special elec- 
tions to fill vacancies on the 
student legislative body. 

First came the resignation 
of Mike Moore, arts and science 
representative, (replaced by Dee 
Ann Durst), followed by that of 
Dan Hinrichs, engineering re- 
presentative, (replaced by Paul 
Walker), followed by the resig- 


nation of Eddie Lee, business

In three days, Connie had turned a dream of mine into reality 
To see what the offices of Vogue really look like, to discover what 
it is like to work for Conde Nast Publications, Inc. and to interview 
Eleanore Phillips, West Coast Editor of Vogue.

“I worked for Look as the West Coast Fashion Editor, had a 
son a couple of years later and then went to a younger magazine 
called Junior Bazaar, and stayed there for a couple of years. It was 
liscontinued, after which I came to Conde Nast. ! started on Glamour 
Magazine and moved over to Vogue, where I’ve been ever since.’ 

Q. YOU SAID A COLLEGE WOMAN OF TODAY SHOULD 
SPECIALIZE IN THE FIELD OF ENDEAVOR IN WHICH SHE WISHES 
TO. ENTER, DO YOU FIND IT DIFFICULT FOR A WOMAN TO BE 
BOTH A CAREER WOMAN AND A WIFE AND MOTHER AT THE 
SAME TIME? 

A. ‘Yes I do, indeed. I! feel that there should be a whole 
system that’s quite different for women that want to rk and be 
married. I feel that it’s an impossibility to give the proper amount 
of time to your children, to your husband and have a nine-to-five job. 
My job has never been nine-to-five, It’s always been more because 
in the fashion magazine business you have to entertain people in the 
evenings. It’s a full-time operation. As I say, if | had it to do over 
again, I'd either find work that I could do in the house or three times 
a week ”’ 

@, WHAT DO YOU LIKE MOST ABOUT YOUR JOB” 

A. ‘‘The variety. The fact that everyday can be different and 
that I can make it as full as I want. I feel the challenge is to keep a 
job that could be routine if you wanted it to be, to keep it exciting and 
moving.’’ 

Q, YOU'RE REACHING INTO THE FUTURE, INTO TOMORROW, 
IN FASHION, HOW FAR IN ADVANCE DO YOU WORK IN YOUR 
POSITION? 

A, ‘Well, for the most part, you think three months ahead. 
But you can think further ahead too, because in May we’ll be seeing 
all the fall clothes. Well, the designers will all be ready. They’ll 
have their openings at the beginning of May. These clothes will fit 
into various issues within a six-month span. I would say.’’ 


Q. MRS, PHILLIPS, CAN YOU TELL US WHAT YOUR CON- 
CEPT OF BEAUTY IS IN FASHION? 

A, ‘‘I feel that beauty in fashion must be today’s taste, I feel 
that too many people jook »ackwards, and pull things out of the ‘30’s. 
I personally cannot imagine a designer wanting to look backwards. | 
think it’s very important to be, today, moving forward. A fashionable 
woman must be one who can accept change immediately, not when it’s 
practically through, Beauty in fashion must be right for the individual. 
I think a woman is crazy to just accept something new if she has, say, 
bad legs or whatever, The good taste element is the most important 
thing, and of course, training the eye. | think it’s the woman with the 
good eye that is the beauty of it. She’s the one that guia s the hair- 
dresser, 

‘It’s the overall picture that comes outright. I do feel whether 
you’re in the fashion business or not, the most important thing a woman 
an do is to train the eye, to go to as many art museums 4s possible, 
to have all kinds of art courses, Because taste can grow and improve.

Collins has been with the 
Sylvan and San Juan districts 
for 17 years.

In the future, Collins sees 
more individualized instruction 
for each school. He also sees 
more use of audio-visual 
materials and creative teaching 
methods. Collins stated that 
there is a need for better and 
more qualified teachers. This 
will result in teacher guided 
elementary programs.

Collins summed up his present 
duties in the following manner:
